School board member 
seeks delay on closures

The school board’s only re¬ 
elected member wants to 
prevent three schools from 
going up for closure this 
year. 

Dartmouth representa¬ 
tive Gin Yee says he plans to 
introduce a motion at the 
first board meeting in No¬ 
vember to throw out for¬ 
mer one-man board 
Howard Windsor’s decision 
to review Saint Maiy’s Ele- 


mentaiy, St. Patrick’s- 
Alexandra School and Alder¬ 
ney Elementary. 

Yee says the newly-elect¬ 
ed board of rookies is too 
green to deal with such a 
big issue right off the bat. 

“It’s a huge learning 
curve,” Yee said. “We defi¬ 
nitely need more time.” 

He says schools should 
not be reviewed for closure 
until the Imagine Our 
Schools process is complete 
for all of HRM. 

The Halifax Regional 
School Board paid consult¬ 


ants $288,000 last year to 
help draw up a plan for 
school renovations, new 
construction and closures 
on the peninsula and in 
Dartmouth. 

This year, the consultants 
are doing the same for the 
rest of the region. 

Yee says it makes sense to 
delay putting any schools 
up for closure review until 
all the work is done. 

If approved, Yee says his 
motion would allow super¬ 
intendent Garole Olsen to 
recommend a list of schools 


which she thinks should be 
closed in all of HRM, all at 
the same time. 

“This is all my own per¬ 
sonal view,” Yee said. “I’m 
looking forward to the de¬ 
bate.” 

Education Minister Karen 
Gasey put Windsor in charge 
of all board decisions in De¬ 
cember 2006 due to mem¬ 
bers’ incessant in-fighting. 

Just over a week ago, resi¬ 
dents elected a new school 
board to replace Windsor. 
The nine new members will 
be sworn in Nov. 5. 


WARRANTS A man mistaken¬ 
ly released from police cus¬ 
tody was caught Friday 
night. 

Rhys Warren Stewart, 50, 
was arrested just after mid¬ 
night Friday morning 
diuing a rowdy parking lot 
scrap on Old Sambro Road. 

But Halifax regional po¬ 
lice let Stewart walk free af¬ 
ter he was arrested on sev¬ 
eral warrants, including 
one for aggravated assault 
in relation to a baseball bat 
beating in 2006. 

Police spokesman Gonst. 
Jeff Garr blamed the release 
on “human error,” though 
he said there was “some de¬ 
ception was involved” on 
Stewart’s part. 

Police put out a warning 
to the public Friday 
morning, asking anyone 
who saw Stewart to call po¬ 
lice and not approach him. 

But police tracked Stew¬ 
art down to a Spiyfield 
apartment Friday night. He 
was arrested without 
incident. 

Galling the incident “very 
unfortunate,” Garr 
promised there would be 
an internal investigation. 
“This is the first time we’ve 
had an incident occur like 
this,” he said. 

Stewart was wanted by 
police for the alleged base¬ 
ball bat beating of a man 
on Spencer Avenue in Spiy- 
field on Nov. 5, 2006. The 
victim, who pohce say was 
known to Stewart, was seri¬ 
ously injured. 

He also faces arrest 
warrants for theft, two 
break and enters and 
possessing a stolen credit 
card between August and 
November 2006. 

Garr said pohce beheve 
Stewart had left the 
province until recently.

Kelly then said 
the premier shouldn’t 
override laws “because one 
developer didn’t get his 
way,” among other com¬ 
ments. 

The next day Ben Mc¬ 
Crea of Armour Group sent 


Kelly a letter demanding 
an apology. 

“To the best of my 
knowledge neither I, nor 
anyone associated with Ar¬ 
mour Group has spoken to 
the premier,” the letter 
read. 

McCrea’s statement said 
Kelly’s comments implied 
McCrea, or Armour Group, 
had asked the premier to 
intervene on the project’s 
behalf, and that wasn’t the 
case. 

“Unless you are prepared 
to immediately issue a full 
retraction and apology in a 
form acceptable to me, an 
action for defamation 
seeking substantial dam¬ 


ages will commence im¬ 
mediately.” 

Yesterday Kelly clarified 
his comments, sajdng they 
were directed at the pre¬ 
mier rather than Armour 
Group. 

He also apologized. Sort 
of

“If (McCrea) took offence 
to them, then that I apolo¬ 
gize for.

He’ll have the right to 
knock down the O’Car- 
roll’s building, which is al¬ 
so a heritage property, in 
May. 


Dalhousie project turns into profitable business

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Homework is proving to be 
profitable for university 
student Martha Prange. 

The 21-year-old com¬ 
merce student at Dalhousie 
University decided to resur¬ 
rect a piece of family histo- 
ly for an en¬ 
trepreneurial 
project — 
and turned it 
into a suc¬ 
cessful busi¬ 
ness. 

Prange asked her grand¬ 
mother for the rights to the 
Muffin Mania cookbook 
she wrote with her sister 
25 years ago. 

“My grandmother was 
getting piles and piles of 
letters from people tiying 
to get a book. I went on¬ 
line trying to get a copy 
and people were selling 
their used copies for $100,” 
she said. “I thought if peo¬ 
ple want it then maybe 
they’ll be happy to see it 
again.” 

Prange updated it over 
the summer and repub¬ 
lished it. 

“And now my job is to 


sell it,” she said. “It’s going 
really well.” 

In fact, it’s going so well 
that Prange is tiying to de¬ 
cide how many more books 
to order for the fourth 
printing. 

So far there are 4,100 
Muffin Mania books for 
sale — mostly in Ontario, 
where Prange 
and her fami¬ 
ly are from. 

As for her 
grandmother, 
Prange said 
she’s having a 

ball. 

“She’s been busy going 
to stores and selling the 
book, so she’s my best em¬ 
ployee.” 

There’s no doubt this 
school project has evolved 
into something Prange will 
take past graduation. 

“Oh yeah, it’s surreal,” 
she said. 

“It was good it started off 
as a school project, because 
I had a lot of support from 
Dalhousie and I had a busi¬ 
ness coach. That’s done, 
but I’m still selling.” 

Her grandmother and 
great-aunt wrote three 
more cookbooks, and 


Prange is considering pub¬ 
lishing another one and 
perhaps a ‘best of’ book. 
“Or maybe, starting my 


own cookbook now that 
I’m kind of in the door,” 
she added. 

Rather than more 


muffins, Prange said she’s 
thinking of doing a guide 
for grocery shopping and 
cooking for students.

ECONOMY Despite a downturn 
in markets and fears of a 
worsening economy, Pricewa- 
terhouseCoopers (PwC) Busi¬ 
ness Insights Survey 2008 
shows that most private com¬ 
panies are sticking to their 
long-term strategies and tak¬ 
ing a measured approach. 

And while confidence has fall¬ 
en sharply, and a third of pri¬ 
vate companies expect busi¬ 
ness to get “a lot worse" or “a 
little worse," most continue to 
build plans that will offer 
growth and expansion even in 
uncertain times. In 2007, 77 
per cent of Canada’s private 
companies expected business 
to get "a lot better" or "a little 
better" in the next 12 months. 
In July of this year, that num¬ 
ber had fallen to 68 per cent, 
and by October, when private 
companies were resurveyed 
to reflect on the current eco¬ 
nomic crisis, only just over 
half the respondents echoed 
the same confidence.

Presentation on Net terrorism kicks off Holocaust Education Week 


AWARENESS The Internet is 
a deadly tool for terrorists. 

With access to 1.3 billion 
people in the world with 
Internet connections, ter¬ 
rorists can use the Net to 
recruit, raise money and 
even give orders. 

“You only need to be 
able to convince just a few, 
and you don’t even need a 


group, you just need one. 
One individual can wreak 
havoc and cause numerous 
deaths,” said Leo Adler. 

Adler, a Toronto criminal 
defence lawyer and a mem¬ 
ber of the Cross-Cultural 
Roundtable on National Se¬ 
curity, will be speaking at 
Dalhousie University 
tonight. His topic is Digital 


Terrorism and Hate, but 
the lecture is the kick-off 
to Holocaust Education 
Week. 

“Fifteen years ago there 
was only one hate site on 
the Internet, and now 
there are over 8,000,” 
Adler said in a phone inter¬ 
view Sunday. “The Internet 
has many wonderful 


things about it but it also 
has a dark side.” 

Canadian law is effective 
in rooting out hate sites, 
but the Internet is an inter¬ 
nationally unregulated 
medium. Adler said an in¬ 
ternational accord is re¬ 
quired to decide the use of 
the Internet.

Hundreds participate in 
protest against Afghan war 



About 200 people marched through downtown Saturday to protest Canada’s war in Afghanistan.

There were student 
groups, native groups, 
coalitions against war, 
coalitions against poverty, 
members of the Marxist- 
Leninist party and a group 
of architects alleging a 9- 
11 conspiracy. 

About 200 people in total 
— all protesting Canada’s 
role in Afghanistan. 

It began at Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity with about 40 stu¬ 
dents and a few grey heads 
sprinkled in. Organizers 
handed out signs reading 
Death 250 instead of 
Democraq^ 250. 

They marched down Uni¬ 
versity Avenue around 
12:30 p.m. — past the hospi¬ 
tal where surprised smok¬ 
ers took snapshots with 
cellphones. 

The march stopped at Vic¬ 
toria Park, where a sound 
system was set up. More 
protesters came from across 
the city. Some wore ban¬ 
danas over their faces while 
a pair of patrol cops kept a 
watchful eye. Organizers 


urged marchers to pick up 
extra signs. 

Spoken-word artist El 
Jones said the march wasn’t 
about slamming Canadian 
soldiers. Her brother just 
got back from Afghanistan. 

“I do support the troops. I 
support my brother coming 
home,” she said. 


The group marched down 
Spring Garden Road and 
Barrington Street as tourists 
snapped pictures and traffic 
was pushed aside. 

Another sound system 
waited in front of City Hall. 

A speaker urged protest¬ 
ers to make noise and chal¬ 
lenge the government, ad¬ 


mitting he’d once taken 
over a gas station in Freder¬ 
icton to make his point. 

Protesters handed out 
pamphlets and buttons, 
each with their own take on 
the war. 

Canada’s commitment to 
Afghanistan is set to expire 
in 2011. 


HRM needs to look 
at bottonn line: Coun. 


PAUL MCLEOD 
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HRM needs to look at how 
a global recession will af¬ 
fect its bottom line, says 
Coun. Andrew Younger. 

“HRM, like all govern¬ 
ments, has enormous in¬ 
vestments in 
the stock 
markets. As 
we all know, 
the stock 
markets are 
doing not 
that well at 
the mo¬ 
ment,” said 
Younger, 
councillor 
for East Dart- 
mouth-the 
Lakes. 

He is putting forward a 
motion tomorrow at coun¬ 
cil for staff to write a re¬ 
port on how the books will 
be affected. 

“I think we’re at a point 
where, before we go into 
the Christmas season, we 
need to know. Are we go¬ 
ing to be negatively im¬ 
pacted in any significant 
way?”’ he said. 

“We don’t want to find 
out this information in Feb- 


ruaiy when there’s only a 
month left to find those 
cost savings (before the 
new budget). Because they 
would be far more drastic 
than if we had to just delay 
some projects.” 

Younger said HRM 
should be better off than 
most Nova Scotia munici¬ 
palities be¬ 
cause it has a 
comparative¬ 
ly light debt 
load. 

He also said 
the munici¬ 
pality may 
benefit in 
some areas. 

HRM pro¬ 
jected oil at 
$100 per bar¬ 
rel and a 
three per 
cent inflation rate. Oil is 
currently under $80 per 
barrel and the inflation 
rate is projected to be sig¬ 
nificantly lower than three 
per cent. 

Younger said there are 
many ways to cut short¬ 
term costs, such as waiting 
to fill vacant staff positions. 
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“I think we’re at a 
point where... we 
need to know, 'Are 
we going to be 
negatively 
impacted in any 
significant way?”’

Tory opposition to deficits may hurt nation: Experts 


A growing number of 
economists and political 
scientists warn the federal 
government's own ideolo¬ 
gy may be the biggest ob¬ 
stacle to helping Canadi¬ 
ans get through this finan¬ 
cial crisis.

Invest in future of Canadian children 



Something fell off the 
radar screen in the last 
election: Our children. 

Discussions of national 
child-care policy and early 
childhood education most¬ 
ly evaporated when the 
markets crashed. But in 
tough times, support for 
young families is one of the 
best long-term investments 
Canada can make (and I’m 
not talking about a token, 
souped-up “baby bonus”). 

Companies understand 
their ability to attract and 
retain workers, particularly 
young women, depends on 
support for working par¬ 
ents. More than 65 per cent 
of women with children 
under the age of five work 
outside the home, fuelling 
an acute need for quality 
options. 

Last week, an Organiza¬ 
tion for Economic Co-oper¬ 
ation and Development 
(OECD) study reminded us 


that the gap between rich 
and poor in Canada has in¬ 
creased dramatically over 
the last 10 years. Hardest 
hit? Young people and fam¬ 
ilies with children. Canada

And 
we can also improve the 
prospects of children for 
later success by reducing 
social costs, particularly 
when children most at risk 
are targeted. The quality of 
life in Canada has long 
been a source of competi¬ 
tive advantage and we can¬

As Charlie Coffey, former 
executive vice-president of 
RBC Financial Group, in¬ 
sists, these are cmcial in¬ 
vestments in Canada’s 
prosperity.

— it’s time for our leader¬ 
ship voice to be heard ... In 
today’s world, where edu¬ 
cation and skill levels de¬ 
termine future earnings, 
the economic and social 
costs to individuals, com¬ 
munities, and the nation of 
not taking action on early 
childhood education are 
far too great to ignore, es¬ 
pecially when the benefits 
far outweigh the costs. It’s 
never too early to invest in 
children — the bottom line 
is that early childhood edu¬ 
cation and care matters to 
business!”

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Russia to tout plans for 
world financial order 


Russia has drawn up its 
own proposals to restruc¬ 
ture the world financial 
system, which President 
Dmitry Medvedev will 
present at a global 
summit on the financial 
crisis next month, a senior 
official said yesterday. 

U.S. President George W. 
Bush will host the summit 
on Nov. 15 in Washington 
to discuss the causes of the 
crisis and the principles by 
which financial regulators 
and institutions should be 
reformed. 

Invited to the meeting 
are leaders of the G20, 
which includes major in¬ 
dustrialized nations and 
countries with key emerg¬ 
ing economies, and heads 
of the World Bank, Interna¬ 
tional Monetary Fund, Unit¬ 
ed Nations and the Finan¬ 
cial Stability Forum. 

Russian First Deputy 
Prime Minister Igor Shu¬ 
valov told state media that 
the proposals contained 
“measures on (revising) the 
international financial

Shuvalov did not reveal 
details, but reiterated Rus¬ 
sia’s general stance: “The 
currently existing world fi¬ 
nancial system is inade¬ 
quate to the conditions in 
which we live. In the Russ¬ 
ian Federation, our leader¬ 
ship has been constantly 
talking about this in recent 
years.” 

Shuvalov said Russia had 
no plans to isolate itself 
from the rest of the world 
during the crisis, stressing 
that it was part of the glob¬ 
al economy. If the world 
economy declined, Russia’s 
growth would be short¬ 
lived, he added. reuters 


High anxiety 
follows slide 
in stock prices 

MARKETS Fears of a deep 
global recession dominat¬ 
ed investor sentiment as 
financial markets in the 
Asia-Pacific region began 
to reopen today after last 
week’s worldwide slide in 
stock prices and currency 
collapses.

The Phillies are one victo¬ 
ry away from ending a 
quarter-century worth of 
championship frustration 
in Philadelphia. 

Ryan Howard homered 
twice and drove in five 
runs, and Joe Blanton hit 
his first major league 
homer and had seven 
strikeouts over six-plus 
dominating innings, pow¬ 
ering the Phillies to a 10-2 
victory over Tampa Bay in 
Game 4 of the World Se¬ 
ries. 

Blanton belted a solo 
homer in the fifth inning, 
Howard added a three-run 
blast in the fourth and a 
two-run shot in the eighth, 
and Jayson Werth clubbed 
a two-run homer in the 
eighth. 

Ahead 3-1 in the best-of- 
seven series, the Phillies 
need one win for their sec¬ 
ond title, with the other 
coming in 1980. Philadel¬ 
phia hasn’t had a major 
sports title since 1983 
when the 76ers won the 
NBA championship. 

Jimmy Rollins went 3- 
for-5 and scored three 
times for the Phillies, who 
headed into Sunday 2-for- 


33 with runners in scoring 
position. They went 4-for- 
14 in those situations in 
Game 4. 

The Phillies acquired 
Blanton (1-0) from Oakland 
on July 17, and the right¬ 
hander has been a pleasant 
surprise, going 6-0 since 
then. That includes a pair 
of playoff victories. He al¬ 
lowed four hits and two 
runs, on homers to Carl 
Crawford and Eric Hinske, 
before departing in the 
seventh. 

Andy Sonnanstine (0-1) 
was lifted after giving up 
six hits and five runs — 
three earned — through 


four innings for the Rays. 

The Phillies will have 
their ace on the mound for 
Monday’s Game 5 in 24- 
year-old Cole Hamels, 
while the Rays go with fel¬ 
low lefty Scott Kazmir in a 
pitching rematch of the 
opener. 

Hamels, who won Game 
1, is 4-0 with a 1.55 earned- 
run average in the 2008 
playoffs. 

Meanwhile, it’s been a 
horrendous series for Car¬ 
los Pena and Evan Longo¬ 
ria, the 3-4 hitters for the 
Rays.

ways be paramount, but 
that businesses will also 
need to focus on employee 
retention, productivity and 
resilience in order to thrive 
in an ever-changing econo¬ 
my. 

The impact “will be quite 
dramatic. It will certainly fo¬ 
cus our need to take a differ¬ 
ent style of leadership. 

“How good, how strong a 
company is, and is being 
led, will determine whether 
it survives,” Royer says. 

The “key competencies” 
of leadership are critical. 
“People who have planned 
for contingencies, people 
who are in strong financial 
positions, who have excel¬ 
lent resources, will do 
much better if they put 
their focus on their markets 
and their customers.” 

Keeping employees in¬ 
formed is also important as 
layoffs hit. 

“It is a challenge,” Royer 
acknowledges, “but I think 
it’s absolutely necessaiy to 
maintain the confidence of 
your workforce.” 

Clearly and regularly 
communicating both the 
good and bad news, making 
staff feel part of the solution 
and reassuring them there 
will be an end to this crisis 
— and that they are a part 
of that solution — is impor¬ 
tant, she says. 

“That inspires more confi¬ 
dence in employees and 
minimizes the fear factor, 
because they believe the 
leader is being honest and 
that this is someone they 
can follow and whose judg¬ 
ment they can trust.

David Frost (Clive Walton) 
finally gets disgraced for¬ 
mer American president 
Richard Nixon (Jim Mezon) 
to confess to his involve¬ 
ment in Watergate, the 
play’s co-stars have you 
glued to Neptune Theatre’s 
stage as this memorable 
and historic back-and-forth 
interaction takes place. 

The scene comes across 
very believably, and for a 
split second it feels like it’s 
1977 and you are watching 
the interview take place in 
real time. 

Mezon does a very good 
job in the role of Nixon. 
Rightfully not tiying to 
mimic Nixon, Mezon is 
firm — as most presidents 
should be — but also witty 
and shows a vulnerability 
which leaves you feeling a 
sense of contrition toward 
him as he is forced into 
confessing his role in the 
infamous scandal. 

Walton also shines as 
Frost. Like Nixon in the 
play. Frost is searching for 
redemption from a career 


in question, and when he 
finally has the former pres¬ 
ident pinned in a corner 
on Watergate, he goes 
from doubting his own 
ability to someone very 
confident and relentless in 


his attack. 

The superb build-up to 
this climactic scene is in 
large part due to the great 
writing by Peter Morgan. 
The stoiy flows extremely 
well, and uses narrators to 


help explain what was 
happening from the day of 
Nixon’s resignation 

through to his admission 
of guilt about Watergate. 

The use of comedy 
throughout also works

well, taking what could’ve 
been boring scenes and 
making them fun. 

There is no intermission 
during the play, but one is¬ 
n’t needed.

As for supporting actors, 
Seann Gallagher stands out 
most as Frost’s colleague, 
Jim Reston. Gallagher’s 
character is also used as 
one of the narrators and 
plays a key role in giving 
Frost the upper hand dur¬ 
ing his interview with 
Nixon. 

In the end though, the 
play’s success lies in the 
believability of the Frost 
and Nixon characters. Wal¬ 
ton and Mezon both shine 
in this regard, making this 
play worth the price of ad¬ 
mission.

Chicago police asked the 
FBI to help find the 
missing 7-year-old nephew 
of Academy Award¬ 
winning actress Jennifer 
Hudson after her mother 
and brother were found 
shot to death a day earlier. 

Julian King has been 
missing since Friday when 
Hudson’s mother, Darnell 
Donerson, 57, and brother 
Jason Hudson, 29, were 
found dead in Donerson’s 
south side Chicago home. 

“Let my baby go,” Hud¬ 
son’s sister Julia told re¬ 
porters. She appeared at a 
news conference along with 
the boy’s father, Greg King. 

Chicago police 

spokesman Daniel O’Brien 
said the FBI had been asked 
to help in the search in case 
the boy had been taken 
across state lines, in viola¬ 
tion of federal kidnap laws. 

O’Brien declined to con¬ 
firm various media reports 
that police had taken 
William Balfour into cus¬ 
tody as a suspect in the 
double homicide investiga¬ 


tion. Balfour, 27, had a re¬ 
lationship with Hudson’s 
sister Julia but is not the fa¬ 
ther of the missing boy. 
Balfour’s mother said earli¬ 
er her son and Julia were 
estranged and that he had 
nothing to do with the 
sla5dngs. 

The Illinois Department 
of Corrections website lists 
Balfour as having been 
convicted of attempted 
murder, car theft and ve¬ 
hicular hijacking. He was 
released from prison in 
2006. 

O’Brien said more than 
one person had been ques¬ 
tioned but that no one had 
been charged with a crime. 
He did not release any 
names. On Friday, police 
spokeswoman Monique 
Bond said of the murders, 
“It appears to be domestic- 
related.” 

Hudson gained fame in 
2005 as a contestant on the 
No. 1-rated U.S. television 
show American Idol. Her 
booming voice and popu¬ 
larity kept her touring in 


live shows, and she eventu¬ 
ally earned the role of Efifie 
White in the 2006 film ver¬ 
sion of the stage musical 
Dreamgirls. 

The role of soulful singer 
White, who is kicked out 


of an all-girl 1960s singing 
group, earned Hudson an 
Oscar for best supporting 
actress and made her an 
instant star in Holl 5 ^ood. 

Hudson has since ap¬ 
peared in the movie version 


of Sex and the City and re¬ 
cently starred in The Secret 
Life of Bees. Media reports 
said Hudson was in Florida 
when she was told of the 
shootings and was headed 
back to Chicago. reuters

LIVING IN THE PAST I don’t 
think it’s just Mad Men 
that’s got people jonesing 
for the stylistically superi¬ 
or early ’60s, but here’s 
the latest bit of evidence 
that we’ve started hitting 
the pre-Meet The Beatles 
era hard. 

It’s an article of cultural 
and political conventional 
wisdom that Richard Nixon 
lost the 1960 election with 
the televised debate that 


aired on September 26, 
1960, in which he appeared 
nervous and haggard next 
to the poised, tanned JFK. 
Most recollections of that 
debate insist that radio lis¬ 
teners thought Nixon won 
the debate, but that TV 
viewers saw it differently, 
and that this was not only a 
watershed moment for the 
Kennedy campaign, but 
TV’s decisive blow to radio 
as the dominant media. 

In a piece in the Los An¬ 
geles Times, Mary McNama¬ 
ra compares that debate to 
the third and final presi¬ 
dential debate between 
Barack Obama and John 
McCain. “Obama looked so 
calm, cool and collected 
you half expected him to 
break into the opening 


strains of Summer Wind,” 
she writes, with the sort of 
partisan fervor that’s set 
the tone for this campaign. 

“Meanwhile, McCain 
spluttered, blinked and 
twitched, possessed by a ca¬ 
cophony of physical tics 
that were, by turns, fright¬ 
ening and laughable.” 

Still, McNamara has to 
admit that, in the hours af¬ 
ter the debate, pundits and 
blogs were conceding that 
McCain did well, but polls 
taken in the subsequent 
week gave Obama the victo- 
ly. McNamara’s point is 
Obama is the more 
telegenic candidate: “He is 
tall and slim, which means 
he looks good in a suit. He 
is one of the few heterosex¬ 
ual American men who can 


appear comfortable while 
sitting on a stool. He has 
the wide, bright smile we 
demand of our movie 
stars.” 

It might be a fair assess¬ 
ment, but it still reads like 
it was written with hearts 
dotting the I’s, and “Maiy 
Obama, Mrs. Mary Obama, 
Mrs. Barack Obama” in the 
margins. There has been a 
lot of this sort of thing 
from journalists this year. 

McNamara’s thesis is that 
television is still the decid¬ 
ing medium in this race, ex¬ 
ercising more palpable in¬ 
fluence than the Internet, 
and that Obama’s team has 
exploited this well.

Baked Chicken with 
Tomatoes 

INGREDIENTS: 

legg 

1/2 tsp (2 mL) salt 

1/2 cup (125 mL) toasted Brazil 

nuts or blanched almonds, 

finely chopped 

1/3 cup (75 mL) wheat germ 

4 boneless skinless chicken 

breasts 

2 tbsp (25 mL) olive oil 
2 cups (500 mL) grape or cher¬ 
ry tomatoes, halved 
1 tsp (5 mL) dried basil 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat oven to 425 °? 
( 220 °C). Coat a baking sheet 
with cooking spray. 

2 . Place egg and salt in a shal¬ 
low dish and whisk with 1 tbsp 
(15 mL) water. In another shal¬ 
low dish, combine nuts and 


wheat germ. Dip chicken 
breasts into egg and then nut 
mixture.
